This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 7-12, 19- 
24 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 7-12, 19-24 have 
been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 13-15, 17-18, 27-28, 31-34 are allowed because none of the prior art 
alone or in combination teaches or suggests the particular subset of the process steps in etching 
the wiring using an atmospheric-pressure plasma device having a linear plasma generator using 
the resist mask as a mask by generating plasma between a first electrode of the linear plasma 
generator and a second electrode surrounding the first electrode of the linear plasma generator, 
wherein at least the first electrode has a sheet-like shape or wherein the solution ejector has three 
ejection ports forming a triangle.
